Obama presses 
Republicans on 
Jobless benefits 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
President Barack Obama 
made an emotional, moral 
and economic case for ex¬ 
tending long term unemploy¬ 
ment benefits on Tuesday 
kicking off his first skirmish 
of tlie year with Republicans. 

The spat over prolonging 
the lifeline to 1.3 million 
Americans, among millions 
more also looking for work, 
represents the first political 
test of wills m Washington at 
the start of a mid-term elec¬ 
tion year. 

1 can't name a tune when 
I met an American who 
would rather have an unem¬ 
ployment check than the 
pride of having a job," 
Obama said, surrounded by 
people who lost their benefits 
when Congress failed to act 
last year 

‘The unemployed are not 
lazy, they are not lacking in 
motivation, they are coping 
with the aftermath of the 


worst economic crisis in gen¬ 
erations," Obama said at the 
White House. 

Moments before the pres¬ 
ident spoke, m an early sign 
of the rising political pressure 
on the issue, the Senate nar¬ 
rowly advanced efforts to 
provide long term jobless 
benefits. 

The federal government's 
emergency unemployment 
c o mp en s ati d n p ro gram, 

which extends benefits be¬ 
yond the 26 weeks provided 
by most states, expired on 
December 23, leaving hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of fami¬ 
lies in the lurch just three 
days after Christmas 

Mast Republicans ob¬ 
jected to the $5.5-billion 
price tag for the proposed 
three-month extension, and 
the lack of a plan to par/ for 
the cost without expanding 
the national debt

JERUSALEM (AFP) - Mid¬ 
dle East peace talks could be 
extended beyond their April 
dead! me, Israel's d ef enc e 
minister said Tuesday, insist¬ 
ing current negotiations were 
aimed solely at providing a 
framework for final talks. 

The remarks came a day 
after US Secretary of State 
John Kerry left following 
four days of intense meetings 
with Israeli and Palestinian 
leaders, during winch he 
failed to broker agreement on 
a framework to guide the 
talks forward. 

“We are now trying to 
reach a framework to continue 
negotiations for a period be¬ 
yond the nine months some 
thought would suffice for 
reaching a p ermanent accord," 


D ef enc e M im ster M o she 
Yaaion told reporters dining a 
tour of a military base. 

"We are not working on a 
framework agreement but on 
a framework for negotiations, 
for continuing negotiations 
for a longer period," Yaaion 
was quoted as saying in a 
statement from Ins office 
Kerry kicked-started nine 
months of direct peace nego¬ 
tiations m July after a three - 
vear hiatus. 

But his latest visit was 
clouded by bitter recrimina¬ 
tions, with leaders on both 
sides accusing each other of 
not being serious partners in

LDC I have tried to attrib¬ 
ute rt to a time period of a 
civilization and you come to 
realize that greed is inher¬ 
ently a part of life, nothing 
would survive without oppor¬ 
tunism and greed No species 
out there would not take aver 
another species if it could not 
survive We are all liomo- 
sapiens, these intelligent life 
forms, able to progress be¬ 
yond that and find a way to 
iive m harmony with others 
without taking advantage. 
But ultimately what I learned 
from the character 1 play m 
the film is that 1 feel guilt for 
the things that I have done, 
and yet, when talking to peo¬ 
ple who where actually rip¬ 
ping people off many of 
them got off on taking advan¬ 
tage of these people. It made 
them happy in a way. 

NDS HAVE YOU EVER 
THOUGHT THAT YOU 
HAVE ENOUGH MONET 
OR THAT YOU NEED 
MORE? 

LDC:I have seen people 
play that game, the game of 
obtaining more and more 
wealth. If they don’t have 
anything else to fulfill their 
life, I have met people like 
that; it motivates them 
twenty-four hours a day. But 
often, people like that who 1 
have met don’t have a foun¬ 
dation of much else around 
them that feeds them. Nat to 
say that some of the richest 
men in the world aren’t m- 
cre dibty h e althy, n ormal peo¬ 


ple, but it’s like tins addiction 
to greed that I see constantly 
where people just only think 
about how they can get more 
and achieve more. So I of 
course want to be successful, 
I want to do stuff to a degree 
to make money, and I think 
everyone likes to make 
money, but ultimately, you 
can't let it be your obsession 
in life Otherwise it becomes 
pretty miserable. 

NDS: POWER IS IN- 
TOX1CATING- 
LEQNARDO, YOU CAN 
PRETTY WELL GET ANY 
THING THAT YOU WISHE 
TO HAVE, THERE ARE 
ALWAYS 4 YES' PEOPLE 
AROUND YOU. SO HOW 
DO YOU KEEP FROM 
GOING EXCESSIVE? 

LDC: It is always impor¬ 
tant to have a balance. If you 
don’t have the right people 
around you always checking 
you, and in a lot of ways it is 
a pen ad that you go through 
and I remember that when I 
was young I had a period 
where I thought that I knew 
every tiling, and a couple of 
people checked me early an, 
and then you get the realiza¬ 
tion that ail of tins is. in a lot 
of ways, some imaginary 
wori d really and it's b as ed on 
ait and your achievements in 
the arts- that is an important 
thing to remember Ulti¬ 
mately we are not changing 
the society, and solving world 
hunger. 

NDS: BUT YOU GET 
ACCESS TO A LOT OF 
THINGS THAT OTHER 
PEOPLE DON’T 

LDC Yes, my life is com¬ 
pletely different than it was 
ten, fifteen years ago. And 
that’s the nature of the beast,, 
that’s what happens. And I 


am just grateful to be able to 
do what 1 do, what I da hon¬ 
estly. And yes, advantages 
come with it and so do disad¬ 
vantages, but I feel incredibly 
lucky to be where I am, to be 
able to do the work that I do 
and have the life that 1 have. 

NDS YOU WILL BE 
FORTY YEARS OLD BE¬ 
FORE LONG, YOU ARE 39 
NOW, COULD YOU RE¬ 
FLECT UPON WHAT YOU 
ARE MOST PROUND OF 
IN YOUR LIFE, AND 
WHAT YOU HOPE THAT 
THE FUTURE WILL HOLD 
FOR YOU? 

LDC. I think a lot about 
the time when 3 was sixteen 
and what has changed as an 
actor, for me. And I think to 
b e very honest, I am not at all 
different than 1 was then as 
far as the actor that I wanted 
to become, and the movies 
that I wanted to do, that's for 
some reason the same I am 
actually surprised, if there is 
one tiling 1 am proud of as a 
young man is the choices that 
1 made, I look back and I say, 
who was tins little snot nosed 
kid that I am proud of the 
choices that I made and stick¬ 
ing to my guns. But as an 
actor I am always trying to 
get better, be free and take 
more chances, 

I took almost a year off 
after doing three movies in a 
row and it’s been a luxury to 
have that time off. I did a lot 
of environmental work in that 
time. But I also got to recon¬ 
nect with me and see what I 
enj oy And not have die stress 
of that thing that I was yearn¬ 
ing in me as a sixteen year 
old bay which is go out there 
and achieve, go and be ag¬ 
gressive as you possibly can, 
and be the mast ambitious 


actor you possibly can and I 
am not stopping and I am 
going to look far another 
project soon, but it has been 
good to have the time to re¬ 
flect and to know that there 
are other tilings in life, which 
are equally interesting and 
worth my time. 

NDS SO WHAT DID 
YOU ACTUALLY DO IN 
YOUR YEAR OFF? 

LDC We did this great 
auction this year, which was 
amazing. I worked an it far 
almost a year while I was 
filming, it was for Christie’s. 
We, not to brag about it, but I 
am, made thirty eight million 
dollars for the environment. 
We gat all these great artists 
to donate their works, we 
went to all their studios, and 
we got the right people in the 
right room to bid this stuff up. 
Bono had a great one re¬ 
cently, they earned a lot of 
money as well, and now tins 
has been a lot about allocat¬ 
ing those funds, and we are 
starting to do it. We have 
found the projects. I have 
been traveling a lot and get¬ 
ting into the art world as well 

NDS. YOU HAVE AL¬ 
LOCATED SOME OF 
THAT MONEY TOWARDS 
SAVING THE TIGERS IN 
NEPAL, COULD YOU 
TALK ABOUT THAT? 

LDC: From the auction we 
got to do a Hugh grant this 
year, to create more national 
parks m Nepal, which is a 
great wild tiger refuge. The 
are three thousand tigers left 
in the wild on planet earth 
They are constantly being 
poached far tiger bane wine, 
and their pelts. Although the 
bone of a tiger has no nutri¬ 


tional value, it's proven to be 
the same as dog bone. But for 
some reason, their bone is 
groundup for, basically, erec¬ 
tions We have gotten the op¬ 
portunity with Iks new grant 
to create four new parks ’with 
corridors to keep the popula¬ 
tion healthy, so we have cre¬ 
ated a new sanctuary in 
Nepal for them to survive It 
is really the World Wildlife 
Fund that is doing the day to 
day work of documentation 
with their cameras stopping 
the killing. They are promot¬ 
ing anti-poaching, and get¬ 
ting the indigenous 
communities to be the shep¬ 
herds of the land and actually 
participate with them, as op¬ 
posed to going into the jungle 
to get firewood and interrupt 
the habitat, of the animals. 
But the tiger is on top of the 
food chain, so it really pro¬ 
tects tire entire region, the rhi¬ 
nos that live under it and 
everything that lives m these 
parks We did one park last 
year" and since then it’s given 
birth to about forty new 
tigers I know that does not 
sound like a lot, but given 
that there are only three thou¬ 
sand tli at is considerable 

LDC: TALKING ABOUT

"If they don't accept the 
proposal and they da lit with¬ 
draw the work suspension 
threat then we would take 
the next step to terminate the 
contract if necessary," canal 
administrator Jorge Quijano 
said after two hours of nego¬ 
tiations with the companies 

The Panama Canal Au¬ 
thority said it w r as ready to 
provide $133 million while 
the Grupo Umdos por el 
Canal (GUPC) consortium, 
led by Sp amsh builder 5 acyr, 
would have to contribute 
$100 million 

The consortium has threat¬ 
ened to suspend the expan¬ 
sion work by January 2G 
unless Panama pays far Si .6 
billion in extra charges. 

The authority's proposal 
"does not mean that every¬ 
thing is resolved," Quijano 
said, adding that the GUPC 
will study the offer but that 
officials want to find a long¬ 
term solution.

JPMorgan to pay $2.6 bn for role in 
Madoff Ponzi fraud 


NEW YORK (AFP) - JPMor¬ 
gan Chase will pay $2 6 bil¬ 
lion to resolve charges that its 
lax oversight enabled the 
multi billi on- dollar Ponzi 
scheme of Bernard Madoff 
which collapsed spectacu¬ 
larly m 2DOS. 

The amount, part of a US 
settlement deal over criminal 
charges, comprises $2.24 bil¬ 
lion destined for victims of 
the Madoff scam and another 
$350 million in penalties to 
the Office of the Comptroller 
of the Currency 

The $2.24 billion includes 
a $1.7 billion settlement to be 
paid to victims through the 
Justice Department, the 
largest penalty ever far a vio¬ 
lation of the Bank Secrecy 
Act. 

In addition, $543 million 
will be paid to the trustee 
seeking to recover $17.5 bil¬ 
lion m principal that Madoff 
Securities clients lost in the 


scam So far the trustee has 
recovered about $9.3 billion, 
including the JPMorgan pay¬ 
ment. 

The cases spotlighted JP- 
Morgan's role as Madoff's 
mam bank in the largest fi¬ 
nancial fraud to rock Wall 
Street 

Over more than two 
decades, some 4,GOO clients 
entrusted Madoff with bil¬ 
lions of dollars to manage. 
Instead of investing the 
money, he moved it in and 
out of the JPMorgan ac¬ 
counts, and reported to his 
clients huge, ultimately illu¬ 
sory gains. 

B ank staff harbored suspi¬ 
cions of Madoff's activities 
dating back to at least 1994, 
yet never alerted JPMorgan 
anti-money laundering staff 
or regulators about their con¬ 
cerns. 

"Far decades, Benue 
Madoff was able to launder 


billions of Ponzi proceeds es¬ 
sentially through a single set 
of accounts at JPMorgan," 
said US Attorney Preet 
Bharara. "The bank repeat¬ 
edly ignored warning signs. 11 

Once a prominent Wall 
Street broker and chairman of 
the Nasdaq exchange, Mad¬ 
off was arrested in December 
3003 for fabricating account 
statements for tens of billions 
of dollars he managed 

His finn, Bernard L Mad- 
o ff Inve stm ent S ecuritt e s, 
collapsed with just $300 mil ¬ 
lion in assets, after having re¬ 
ported $65 billion. The 
savings of many investors, 
foundations and families 
were wiped out in the col¬ 
lapse, and efforts continue to 
cl aw them back.

WARSAW (AFP) - Poland's 
government on Tuesday un¬ 
veiled a plan to fight driving 
under the influence, after a 
drunk driver killed six pedes¬ 
trians on New Year's Day 
Poland has one of the worst 
road safety ratings in the 28- 
Hieinber European Union, and 
reckless and drunk driving are 
part of tlie problem 

Palish Prime Minister Don¬ 
ald Tusk told reporters Ins gov¬ 
ernment would like to toughen 
the penalties for drunk driving 
He said he expected the 


changes to clear parliament 
and enter into force by early 
next year. 

The police stop hundreds of' 
drunk drivers every weekend 
m Poland, where the limit for 
drivers is 0.2 grammes of alco¬ 
hol per litre of blood. 

At die moment most drunk 
drivers receive suspended sen¬ 
tences if caught, and the gov¬ 
ernment would like to see 
more of them - especially the 
repeat offenders — sent to jail.

STRASBOURG (AFP) - Italy 
o n Tue sday 1 o st a lo ng b attl e to 
hold on to one of its ancient 
family traditions requiring 
children of married couples to 
take the father's surname only. 

An Italian law excluding 
offspring from having the op¬ 
tion to be registered under the 
motfier's maiden name was 
patriarchal', ''discriminatory" 
and a ngirts violation, the Eu¬ 
ropean Court of Human Rights 
ruled, ordering it be ended. 

The patronymic practice 
constituted a "difference of 
treatment between men and 
women," the Strasbourg-based 
court said in its judgement. 

In doing so, it sided with an 
Italian couple who have fought 
for 13 years to have their chil¬ 
dren carry the wife's maiden 
name, rather than the hus¬ 
band's last name 

Alessandra Cusan and Luigi 
Fazzo had taken their case to 
the top European court after 
lo smg all their battles in Italy's 
courts to have their daughter 
bom in 1999 named Mad- 
dalena Cusan instead of Mad- 
dalena Fazzo, as authorities 


required. They also wanted 
Cusan to he the surname of 
their two subsequent children 

The requirement they stick 
to the father's surname was an 
infringement of their private 
lives, they argued. 

They won a half-victory at 
the end of 2012 by gaming per¬ 
mission from local authorities 
to add the mother’s name to 
tli at of the father's for Mad- 
daiena, hut that was not suffi¬ 
cient and they took the issue to 
die European rights court 

While recognising that 
Italy's legal tradition had its 
roots m a practice dating back 
to the ancient Roman era, the 
court said it was today incom¬ 
patible with the Italian consti¬ 
tution's principle of gender 
equality. 

Rome will now have to 
change its legislation to com¬ 
ply with the ruling, unless it 
lodges an appeal with a higher 
chamber m the European court 
within three months 

Several Italian lawmakers, 
from across the political spec¬ 
trum, also hailed the judgement 
as a boost for gender parity.

Risk of dying from cancer down 
20 percent: US study 


Stop Cancer - 
Knowledge is power 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
The risk of dying from cancer 
in the United States has de¬ 
clined HO percent over the 
past two decades, according 
to the Amen can Cancer Soci¬ 
ety's annual report out Tues¬ 
day. 

However, cancer, a com¬ 
plex disease that has largely 
eluded attempts at a cure, will 
remain a top killer in 3014, 
taking some 1,600 US lives 
per day, it warned 

Th e group's ye arly rep oil; is 
based on data from the Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control and 
Prevention, the National Can¬ 
cer Institute and the National 
Center for Health Statistics. 

The mast common cancers 
for women are breast, lung 
and colon cancer, while in 
men they are prostate, lung 
and colon cancer, it said. 

Breast cancer is expected 
to account for 29peicent of 
new cancers in women. 

Lung cancer remains the 
most lethal, and is responsi¬ 
ble far one in four cancer 
deaths among men and 
women combined 

The declining popularity of 
smoking among US adults is 
the main reason why cancer 
deaths are going down, said 
William Oh, chief of medical 
oncology at Mount Sinai hos¬ 
pital in New York. 

"A big part of tins decrease 
in mortality is certainly 
linked to the decrease in cig¬ 
arette smoking because we 
know that lung cancer is such 


a lethal disease that once you 
have it, veiy often you will 
die of it,' Oh told AFP. 

People are also being diag¬ 
nosed sooner and receiving 
better treatments today than 
2D years ago, said Oh, who 
was not i nvolv ed in the study 
The report predicts there 
will be 1,665,540 new cancer 
cases and 5 § 5,720 cancer 
deaths in the United States in 
2D 14. 

Over the past 20 years, 
cancer death rates have con¬ 
tinually declined, avoiding 
more than 1.3 million deaths 
from 1931 to 2010. 

The combined cancer 
death rate registered at 215.1 
per 100,D00 m 1991 but fell 
to 171.S per 100,000 m 201D 
More men's lives have 
been saved (952,700) than 
women's (387,700) over that 
time sp an. 

Women are still getting 
cancer at ab out. the same rate,, 
at least over the past five 
years for which data are 
available (2006-2010), while 
in men cancer incidence has 
d edine d 0.6 p ercent p er y e ar 
Cancer death rates have 
fallen 1.3 percent per year in 
men and 1.4 percent in 
women over those five years 
But while advances have 
been made in treatment and 
diagnosis, the complexity of 


tumors and how they develop 
in different parts of the body 
continues Id thwart the most 
expert bids to eradicate can¬ 
cer. 

"One of the key issues 
around cancer is it is not just 
one disease it is truly multi¬ 
ple diseases," Oh said 

"It makes it hard to find 
one drug that will treat every 
single person with lung can¬ 
cer, or one treatment that will 
work m every single person 
with breast cancer" 

Hie report said the greatest 
success against cancer has 
been seen m African-Ameri¬ 
can men aged 40 to 49, with 
a 5 5 p ercent decline in cancer 
death rates from 1991 to 
2010 

"The halving of the ask of 
cancer death among middle 
aged black men in just two 
decades is extraordinary," 
said John Seffrin, chief exec¬ 
utive officer of tiie American 
Cancer Society. 

" But it is lmmedi ately tem- 
pered by the knowledge that 
death rates are still higher 
among black men than white 
men for nearly every major 
cancer and for all cancers 
combined." 

Stephanie Bernik, chief of 
surgical oncology at Lenox 
Hill Hospital m New York, 
described the report's find¬ 
ings as "welcome news" 

"We have made great 
strides in gaining knowledge 
as to how cancer starts and 
how it can be prevented and 
treated," she said in an email 
to AFP. 

" Ob vi a u sly more work 
needs to be done, but the de¬ 
creasing rate of cancer is an 
encouraging sign that we are 
heading in the right direc¬ 
tion.' 1 
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New bacteria found in IV 
nutrient bags that caused 
French baby deaths 



PARIS (AFP) - France's Pas¬ 
teur Institut said Tuesday a 
new type of bacteria had b een 
found m nutrient bags used by 
a hospital m the Alps to feed 
babies intravenously and 
thought to be responsible for 
three deaths. 

The findings came after the 
parents of the three newborns, 
who died on separate days in 
early December, filed criminal 
complaints for manslaughter 
against the ho spital in the town 
of' Chambery in southeast 
France 

Analyses of several unused 


IV bags from the batch used to 
give the newborns nutrients 
while in the hospital's neon atal 
intensive care ward showed 
they all contained bacteria 

Tests showed it was a "type 
of environmental enterobacte¬ 
ria that was unknown until 
now and has no name," said 
Jean-Claude Manuguerra from 
the Pasteur Institut 

France's health minister, 
Mari sol Tour am e, said Tues¬ 
day that ax of the IV bags 
showed the presence of a "a 
single and similar germ of an 
environmental origin" but did 
not give details 

Tests had been conducted 
on a total of 10 pouches. 
Marisol said the "place or 
mediod of contamination" was 
not yet deal'. 

A total of 137 nutrient 
pouches produced by French 
firm laboratory Marette on 
November 2S and distributed 
to seven hospitals have been 
recalled following the deaths

Former Miss Venezuela, 
partner shot dead 



CARACAS (AFP) - A former Miss Venezuela and her 
British-born partner were shot dead while their five-year- 
old daughter was wounded during a suspected roadside 
robbery that shocked the nation, authorities said Tues¬ 
day. Monica Spear, a 29-year-old soap opera star, and 
Thomas Henry Berry, 39, were killed after their car broke 
down on a highway in northwestern Venezuela late Mon¬ 
day, prosecutors said in statement. Their daughter, Maya 
Berry Spear, was wounded in the right leg but stable after 
receiving medical treatment in an assault that put a spot¬ 
light on the country's soaring murder rate. Five people 
have been detained and are being interrogated in con¬ 
nection with the crime, Interior Minister Miguel Ro¬ 
driguez said after a televised meeting with President 
Nicolas Maduro. Spear, who was a quarter-finalist in the 
2005 Miss Universe contest, appeared in the Miami- 
based Tel ern undo series "Pasion Prohibida 1 ("Forbidden 
Passion”) and "Flor Salvaje" ("Savage Flower"). 
Venezuela has one of the world's highest murder rates, 
with 79 homicides per 100,000 inhabitants in 2013, ac¬ 
cording to the non-profit Venezuelan Observatory of Vi¬ 
olence.

Following in tire footsteps of 
basketball star Dennis Rod- 
man, who's m Pyongyang this 
week, Anthony Bobb (Pac¬ 
man) and Dontray Enins 
(Peso) traveled halfway 
around the world m November 
to shoot their video an the 
streets of the North Korea cap¬ 
ital. 

By doing so, with financial 
help from Kickstarter contrib¬ 
utors and a New York hedge 
fund manager, the deadlocked 
rappers hoped to set them¬ 
selves apart in Washington's 
homegrown hip hop scene. 

Their trip coincided with 
North Korea's month-long de¬ 
tention of S5-year-old Korean 
War veteran Merrill Newman, 
but Pacman, 19, and Peso, 30, 
sard they personally experi¬ 


enced no problems. 

"We learned about their 
leaders and why they have 
problems with Amenoa" Peso 
said "All die Koreans we met 
were cool. It was all love over 
there, it wasn't how what peo¬ 
ple was saying it. woufd be."

WASHINGTON (AFP) - In 
Ins first State of the Union ad¬ 
dress, President Lyndon John¬ 
son declared war on poverty in 
America. Fifty years later some 
progress has been made but 
gaping inequality remains. 

"Tins administration today, 
here and now, declares uncon¬ 
ditional war an poverty in 
America," John told Congress 
on January S, 1964, two 
months after he succeeded the 
assassinated John F. Kennedy. 

“We shall not rest until that 
war is won," be declared 

The US poverty rate has 
dropped from 26 percent in 
1964 to Id percent today, 
thanks in particular to a variety 
of food aid programs and tax 
credits, says the Center an 
Budget and Policy Priorities. 

But poverty in the world's 
largest economy is far from 
being eradicated. 

In 2012 it affected some 47 
million Americans, including 
13 million children, which 
James Ziliak, director of the 
Center far Poverty Research at 
the University of Kentucky, 
dub s" a very high number." 

Some b atti es hav e b een won, 
such as that targeting extreme 
malnutrition or have have seen 
partial wins, such as the pro¬ 


gram providing health insur¬ 
ance for the poor and the aged, 
he s ai d “ If we did no t have any 
safety net programs, the rate 
would be doubled," he told 
AFP. 

By any measure, poverty has 
gone down significantly 
among the elderly, which was 
one of Jo 1mson's priorities. 

One in five American kids is 
poor 

Poverty among 'Children has 
also declined since Jo 1mson 
made Ins famous call Ito amis. 

But one in five kids in Amer¬ 
ica still lives in poverty and 
more than one m five children 
in New York, for example, 
lives in a family that does not 
have enough to eat, the Coali¬ 
tion against Hunger says 

A total of 25 major cities 
also reported that requests for 
food assistance or the number 
of homeless had gone up in the 
past year, illustrating die slow 
pace of progress in the war on 
poverty. 

As for the gap between rich 
and poor, it is progressing at a 
“dangerous" pace, in the words 
Df President Barack Obama, 
who said last year that the rich¬ 
est 1D percent of no longer take 
m a third of all revenue but 
rather half

WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
ski and snowboard teams have 
a private «:risis response team 
ready to asast with evacuation 
from the Sochi Winter 
Olympics in case of emergen¬ 
cies, USA Today reported 
Tuesday. 

The report said Global Res¬ 
cue, a Bast on-based firm that 
has worked with the US ski 
and snowboard teams since the 
300 fi Turin Winter Games, has 
up to five aircraft standing by 
to help evacuate Americans m 
case of a security or medical 
emergency 

'This environment is 
unique," Global Rescue clnef' 
executive Dan Richards told 
the newspaper "You just don't 
have competitions in places 
like Sochi with any fre¬ 
quency in the last ID years 
there has been nothing like it."
